Blaze Starts in Buildings at Mouth ct 


the Tunnel. Which Act3 as a F ue 


and Fills the W orkings With Deadly 


Gas—Two Hundred Men at Work at 


the Time and About Half of T hem 


Make Their Escape. 


Telluride, Colo.. Nov. 21.—What is 
likely to prove the most disastrous 
accident that has ever occurred in a 
metallic mine in 
Colorado resulted 
from a tire which burned the buildings 
at theiipaouth of the Bullion tunnel, 
th ro u ^ i which 
the 
Smuggler-Un ion 
mine Is worked, and which tilled the 
m ine with deadly gas and smoke, 
it 
is impossible to give even an approxi­ 
m ate estimate of the loss of life, but 
it is believed it will reach nearly if 
not quite IOO. 
Twenty-two are known 
to have perished, their bodies having 
been recovered. 
The fire started from a defective 
flue in the bunk house at the mouth 
of the tunnel. 
It quickly 
c o m iu m 
rated with the other buildings. 
The 
dense smoke from tile burning con 
verier house, whk^i 
was saturated 
with oil, began pouring into the tun 
ne!, which, with the shafts of the 
mine, acted as a chimney. 
The day shift of 200 men had just 
gone on duty and before they could 
be warned of their danger the levels 
and the slopes were filled with gas. 
As soon as the m en became aw'are of 
their danger efforts were 
made to 
reach the surface through various ex­ 
its and about half of those in the mine j 
escaped. 
It will be Impossible to as­ 
certain the num ber still in the mine 
for several hours on account of gas in 
some of the levels. 
The Smuggler Union mine is one of j 
the oldest mines in the district and j 
has several abandoned openings, some j 
of which were available.

W die Colum­ 
bus* disgrace overshadowed his merit, 
and evidently his name had

reached the quiet village In the Vosges 
when Amerigo trumpeted forth his own 
glory. So Hylacomylua proposed that, 
since the new continent was. after all, 
not a part of the Indies, no name would 
suit It better than that of hla famous 
explorer, Amerigo.
